e've all experienced it. You're ready at 
9am to buy tickets online to see your 
favourite band play. The clock strikes 
and you're off. But then you're placed 
in a queue. Ten minutes later, the 
screen says the gig is sold out. You think: "Why 
can't I get tickets to the show?!" The answer? 
Ticket touts and legal resellers. Tickets are being 
bought in bulk and sold on at a profit. 

Last week, Iron Maiden took a stand against 
ticket touting. The metal giants' manager. Rod 
Smallwood, explains some secondary ticketing 
companies "use bots to invade the primary 
official ticketing site to secure as many tickets 
as they can - the more hits on the site, the 
better the odds they have to buy thousands 
of tickets". Rod has asked fans to contact their 
local MPs and support a campaign called Put 
Fans First. The campaign calls for people to 
support amendments to the Consumer Rights 
Bill, which would ensure ticket exchanges work 
in favour of fans. "We would urge all UK Iron 
Maiden and metal fans to consider supporting 
this Bill and assist ideally by emailing your local 
MP or simply going on Facebook or Twitter, and 
rallying behind the cause". 

This isn't a new problem. Last year. Royal 
Blood tickets were resold for a whopping 
£300. In 2007, for Led Zeppelin's 02 Arena 
reunion show, seats were going for up to a 
jaw-dropping £7,525. These huge numbers stop 
most fans from purchasing tickets, allowing only 
the lucky minority with cash to spare to go and 
see bands. This is why Iron Maiden aren't happy. 
And they're not the only ones that think ticket 
touting needs to be stopped. 

Slipknot were another band that got hit hard 
by the touts for their recent Prepare For Hell 
Tour. Within minutes of going on sale, many 
dates were all swiped up and then reposted 
on resale sites for big bucks, 
meaning lots of Maggots 
missed out on the 
chance to see the 
'Knot in action - 
much to Corey's 
irritation. "These 
ticket touts... 

I've never been 
so fucking 
angry in my

whole life," he told Kl. "There's nothing we 
could do about it. People keep saying, 'Just add 
a show,' but we couldn't!" 

Enter Shikari's Rou Reynolds feels the same 
way when he sees his band's tickets being 
resold for way above face value. "I feel livid. It's 
obviously just becoming ridiculous," he vented. 

So, who are ticket touts exactly? Well, 
technically they're anyone who resells a ticket 
for a profit. They are the people who hang 
around venues buying and selling tickets. They 
could even be you and your mates when you 
post the tickets for the gig 
you can't go to online. It's not 
black and white. There are 
cases where tickets are sold 
for hugely inflated prices - 
often due to the people who, 
alongside genuine fans, wait for 
tickets to go on sale to bulk-buy 
them with the sole intention of 
selling them on. 

There are people who perhaps 
can't make the show and just 
want to get the face-value price 
of the ticket back. And then 
there are online reselling giants 
- often owned by the same 
companies who originally sold 
the tickets. 

On the positive side, then, 
touting is a way for anyone 
to make their money 
back as, unfortunately, 
nearly all tickets 
to gigs are non- 
returnable. 

Therefore if you 
can't make a 
show, selling to a 
tout or becoming

a touTyourself online is the only option. 

That's what this anonymous K! reader did 
when he sold on his blink-182 tickets for their 
02 Academy Brixton show in August last year. "I 
assumed not all of my friends would get tickets 
as I anticipated a quick sell-out, so by getting 
four, I would ensure my friends could all go 
as I would sell my spares for face value. As it 
happened, all of my friends got tickets, so I was 
left with three spare tickets and a sizeable dent 
in my bank account," he recalls. "While I didn't 
set out to make a profit, I saw an opportunity to 
make money on the tickets, so listed them for 
£55 [with tickets originally priced at £39.50]." 

Like this reader, the average gig-goer 'tout' 
doesn't go out of their way to make a profit. 
They just want to make their money back, and 
these sites help you do that. They also give 
those who missed out on tickets, who may 
have not been aware the gig was happening 
early enough, a chance to go to the shows. 

But the bottom line is: the touts are stopping 
us going to our favourite 
bands' shows. 

So, how could this problem 
be solved? Well, maybe 
event promoters could offer 
a return service. This would 
allow fans to buy at face 
value again. Rou thinks 
bands using e-tickets will 
help the situation. 

"They're barcoded with 
a name and you can't then 
sell it on. It will make a 
difference." Iron Maiden 
and the people behind the 
Put Fans First campaign 
think passing laws against 
it is the answer. 

Whatever the solution, 
with Maiden leading the 
charge, it looks like times 
could be changing for ticket 
touts and resellers. Which is 
great, because we haven't 
got a million quid a time to 
go see our favourite bands.

A nice, cosy dinner for 
two at your local Italian 
restaurant? Rustling up 
j romantic takeaway and renting 
a romcom? Or staying in, staring at 
your phone and having a bit of a cry? 

Well, as long as you don't mind 
sharing them with 20,000-odd other 
people, there's an open invitation 
from Josh Franceschi and Alex Gaskarth 
to join them on what they're promising 
to be one of the nights of your life. 
Because this Valentine's Day isn't like any 
other, oh no. This Valentine's Day sees 
You Me At Six and All Time Low play 
their biggest-ever show, co-headlining 
The 02 Arena in London after four 
equally ginormous dates around the 
country. And there will be plenty of love 
to go round, too. 

There'll be adoration coming from 
the crowd, of course, as fans celebrate 
seeing two of the most beloved rock 


bands of their generation in the same 
place. There'll be affection flowing 
back at them from the stage as well, 
as the two bands pay homage to 
the fans for catapulting them to yet 
another milestone on their seemingly 
unstoppable rise. There will even be love 
in the air backstage, as Alex and Josh put 
the seal on the bromance that's been 
blossoming since they toured together 
on the Spring Fever U.S. tour in 2013. 

All of which should make it worthwhile 
for the boys giving up Valentine's Day 
with their respective other halves to 
spend it with you lot, right? 

"I didn't even know it was on 
Valentine's Day until someone said," 
laughs Josh, fresh from mucking about 
with Cupid's bow and arrow in a west 
London photo studio. "I was like, 'Shit!'" 

"I'm such a cynical fuck," grins Alex. 

"I hate Valentine's Day, it's bullshit. This 
one particular day where you're like, 

'I really like you'? Not yesterday or the 
day after, just today? You'd better make 
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HEAVEN! 

ALEX: "My favourite 
date is me and my 
girlfriend making a meal 
and drinking a bottle 
of wine. What's my 
signature dish? We made 
some badass bolognese 
recently. The secret is 
slow-cooking it for a 
long time. And you've 
got to combine the 
meats. Don't just do one 
meat - do beef-pork. Mix 
them together for more 
flavour. And a movie. I 
want to see Birdman - 
that's the next on my list 
for date night!" 

JOSH: "I know it sounds 
weird, but I get a lot of 
pleasure being in the 
West Country, where my 
girlfriend's from, and 
walking her dog. We cook, 
too. She's a really good 
cook. She holds it down; 

I just inspect it every now 
and then I"

experiences that their mates were enjoying, in 
favour of the hard slog of touring the planet. 

"You miss out on everything in a band," 
says Josh, ruefully. "You do go, 'That's a 
sacrifice,' sometimes, but why would you 
change it?" 

"It's a pretty worthwhile sacrifice," says 
Alex, reassuringly. "It takes a certain type 
of person to be able to do it, but if you are 
that type, you get past the regret of missing 
a few things." 

Both stars agree it was harder in the early 
days, when friends and family were less 
understanding of the missed birthdays, 
weddings and social occasions. But as their 
lives headed in a different direction to their 
mates', it became less of an issue, at least 
among those who were genuinely supportive. 

"I missed the birth of my three children," 
Alex quips. "But I don't look back and think, 
'Man, I wish I went to college and lived in a 
shitty dorm with some stranger that I don't 
like.' I'm stoked it worked out the way it did." 

"Yeah," agrees Josh. "If you were really 
passionate about something else then maybe 
you'd be like, 'It sucks I didn't go to uni.' But 
we're passionate about music." 
And, if ever either forgets just 
how lucky they are, the friends 
that have stayed with them over 
the years have no qualms about 


you're not physically around each other. But 
it could be worse. We could be fighting in 
Afghanistan, not speaking to each other for 
weeks at a time and not knowing if you're 
alive or dead..." 

And, indeed, unlike working in a warzone, 
being the lead singer of a rock'n'roll band has 
been known to have its compensations. So, 
back in those lonely single days, did Alex and 
Josh ever find comfort in the arms of those 
adoring strangers they met on the road? 

"When I was younger and in a less 
committed relationship, the road can get 
you in plenty of trouble," grins Alex. "But it 
wears out fast. That lifestyle of chasing after 
people on a daily basis just doesn't do it for 
me; it's too stressful. I live vicariously through 
Jack's [Barakat, ATL guitarist] penis..." 

"Also," says Josh, attempting to ignore his 
buddy's innuendo, "all my mates in bands 
that were doing that aren't in bands anymore. 
Their music suffered for the fact that they 
were more focused on partying. If you really 
want this, [you can't] be out 'til 6am every day 
trying to do that sort of thing." 

Josh admits that, in the early years of You 
Me At Six, he, guitarists Max Helyer and Chris 
Miller, bassist Matt Barnes and drummer Dan 
Flint would be found at every aftershow 
party and pop-punk club night "jumping 
up and down and getting my mates in 


the most of it, 'cause tomorrow I'm going 
back to treating you like shit..." 

Nonetheless, Alex does promise some 
"romantic touches" for the show. What will 
that involve, exactly? 

"Just that," he grins, wolfishly. "Romantic 
touches - caresses... I'm going to be 
encouraging a lot of physical affection. I'm 
going to bring people up onstage to show 
their love for one another. We'll have a big 
group proposal. In fact. I'm going to get 
ordained and marry someone!" 

"Actually," adds Josh, "if you like this kind 
of music and you're trying to woo a girl or a 
boy, it's not a bad little date. You can get a 
Nando's before - that's the great thing about 
The 02; there are lots of little spots where 
you go eat or..." 

"Mingle?" chortles Alex, his eyebrows aloft. 

"Exactly!" 

I f he wasn't playing the biggest gig of his 
life on Valentine's Day, Josh would be 
taking his girlfriend out for dinner. Alex's 
Valentine Grinch status means he probably 
wouldn't bother, although his girlfriend is 
flying over for the show, so you might spot 
them in Nando's after the gig. 

But neither of them got to this career 
pinnacle without missing out on more 
significant things than a free glass of 
champers at their local pizzeria. Both bands 
started young, over a decade ago, and 
inevitably skipped a lot of the big nights 
out, significant moments and general life 


reminding them. 

"If I say, 'We've been on tour for so 
long and played this place that was a real 
shithole,"' says Josh, "they'll be like, 'Mate, 
I've been going to work Monday to Friday, 
nine to five, getting on a congested Tube 
for an hour - try living my life.' So I try not 
to complain about stuff we've missed and 
focus on stuff we've experienced." 

But in the words of American rock 
veterans Heart, what about love? 

Many's the seemingly rock-solid love 
affair that's been shattered by the 
distance and distractions of The Road, 
while just as many fledgling relationships 
never took wing because one person had to 
fly off and tour America rather than catch 
the new Jennifer Lawrence movie. 

"There's definitely been relationships where 
it's like, 'This isn't going to work out,"' admits 
Alex. "You know it pretty quick, too..." 

"But you also know when you find 
someone that gets it," gushes Josh. "It's a 
give-and-take thing." 

"It's not easy," agrees Alex, "but a big 
part of it is finding the kind of person that 
understands it and can deal with it. I give 
my girlfriend props for putting up with it. 

It'd be a lot easier for her to be with some 
dude who works at home and is there all 
the time." 

"Exactly," murmurs Josh. "I've been 
with someone for three years now who 
gets it and makes it a lot easier for me 
to do what I do. If it's not easy, it's when 
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We did teW you that wasn't the 
best place to stand. Josh... 
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headlocks". But 
both YMAS and 
ATL - completed by 
Rian Dawson (drums) 
and Zack Merrick (bass) 
have managed to resist the 
more serious temptations that afflict 
so many bands. 

"There are other ways of releasing 
stress," says Josh. "Pokemon, FIFA..." 

"Heroin..." quips Alex. "Lose yourself 
in tons of drugs. No, we've had such an 
organic, gradual growth that it always felt 
constantly rewarding. Playing amazing 
shows and seeing our fanbase grow has 
always been a massive thing, so I've never 
been swayed." 

And now, of course, those rewards are 
getting bigger and bigger. These arena 
shows, plus All Time Low's own, sold-out 
headline date at Wembley Arena in March, 
put both bands firmly on the rock A list. 
The tour will mark the winding down of 
You Me At Six's Cavalier Youth campaign, 
a period that's brought them a UK Number 
One album, their highest-ever slot at 
Reading Festival and their first real U.S. 
success. For All Time Low, meanwhile, it's 
the starting point for new album Future 
Hearts, due in April. That's expected to 
take the band to new heights, with the 
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P yed before Limp Bizkit That 

was sweet, but later In the dav K

lolzy zombie-themed, cat-bothering video 
for lead single Something's Gotta Give 
already zooming past 1.5 million views on 
YouTube. For both Josh and Alex, all those 
years of self-denial are paying off, big time. 

And, in case you're worried their rockstar 
life sounds more monastic than fantastic, 
then, rest assured, YMAS and ATL still 
like to have fun. All Time Low might be 
planning to dial down their traditional tour 
pranks for this jaunt ("It starts off harmless, 
but it always ends with someone smearing 
shit on your face," Alex grins), but Josh 
and Alex buzz with talk of possible group 
surfing and paintballing excursions. They're 
even planning a return to their early, hard- 
partying days. Within reason, of course. 

"I'll be really angry with myself if I go 
heavy on one of the first nights," says Josh, 
nervously. "We've got a day off after the 
Glasgow show [at the Hydro on February 
12], and that's the night I'm going to let 
my hair down. Other than that. I'm going 
to try and lure these guys onto our bus in 
their dressing gowns..." 

"Keep it real intimate, eh?" giggles Alex. 
"Nice and quiet, red wine, some movies in 
the background." 

"Yeah, Mean Girls," grins Josh. "A real 
girls' night in..." 

But then, whatever and whoever Josh 
and Alex might be missing on the road, at 
least they've got each other. Theirs is a rare 
natural, genuine friendship amid a world 
of rockstar bullshit. Today, they agree on 
almost everything, even finishing each 
other's sentences. And they're genuinely 
excited about gigging together - not 
just because it's likely to go down as one 
of the year's most momentous tours, 
but also because they'll get to hang out 
together for a whole week. Beneath 
today's constant barrage of banter lies a 
connection born of having much more in 
common than a love of blink-182 
and the odd dodgy haircut. 

"We come from similar places," 
says Alex. "Our bands have similar 
origins and there's a lot to relate 
to. Plus, we're similar people - he's 
easy to get along with..." 

"Touring is a lot easier when 
you know there's that bond and 
camaraderie," adds Josh. "It can 
be difficult being away from the 
people you care about. So, if you 
can grow relationships with people 
on the road and grow to care about 
them as well, it's a good thing." 

"When you're touring, touring, 
touring," says Alex, "it's always 
awesome when you get on a tour 
with a band you know you get along 
with. Like, 'Fuck yeah - friends!"' 
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night-time. We did 
the sunset slot last 
year and it was cool, 
but we watched biink-182 
and 1 remember looking out.

These two friends say the most important 
thing they've learned about love over the 
years is that honesty is always the best policy. 
So, are they always honest with each other? I 
"No," laughs Josh. "He's been lying this 
whole interview." 

"It's all lies and deceit," admits Alex. "But 
the make-up sex is great." 


U p until now, burgeoning rock stardom has 
been more than enough for Josh and Alex 
to stave off any FOMO over normal life 
events. But, at the grand old ages of 24 (Josh) 
and 27 (Alex), it will soon be time to start 
thinking about what they might miss out on if 
they continue to concentrate on their careers. 

Before too long, their friends will start 
getting married. Then babies will arrive. Josh 
and Alex are already conscious of the aging 
process - there are many quips today about 
how they now prefer "civilised dinners" and 
"quiet gin bars" to all-night rock clubs and 
grotty pubs - but rockstars have a patchy track 
record, at best, when it comes to growing up. 
And if they do settle down, where would that 
leave their rock'n'roll careers? 

"Family, kids, things like that - all of those 
are on the horizon eventually," shrugs Alex. 

"I don't think I could have a kid right now, 
but I look at Foo Fighters. They're out on the 
road with their families and that's fucking 
awesome. Anything I could possibly want 
down the line is achievable with the band in 
the picture." 

"That sort of stuff will come naturally," says 
Josh. "Obviously I'd want to be there for the 
birth and the first few years, but I'd make it 
work. I've got to get a dog first, though..." 
"Let's start with a goldfish..." laughs Alex. 
And whatever the future holds for Josh 
and Alex personally, it looks supernova- 
bright for their bands. This arena tour is 
largely unchartered territory for both bands 
(although YMAS sold out Wembley Arena in 
2012 and ATL have co-headlined the odd ice 
hockey arena in the U.S.) and, while they're 
hellbent on enjoying the experience, they're 
also determined it won't be a one-off. 

So the pair enthuse about the idea of taking 
the bill to the U.S. or elsewhere in the future, 
but also about how they're going to make 
every gig unforgettable for the fans. 

All Time Low will be debuting a couple of 
tracks from their new album, while You Me 
At Six will be playing some Cavalier Youth 
tracks for the first time and bringing some 
old favourites out of retirement. And they've 
pooled resources - sharing the big screens 
and the lighting rig - to make sure the 
production for both bands hits new peaks of 
retina-bursting amazingness. 

"It's logistically hard to make this kind of 
tour work," says Alex. "Sometimes bands 
end up butting heads and it becomes a big

conflict of who's going to do what and who's 
going to outshine the other band." 

"I remember getting a message from Rian," 
says Josh, "saying, 'You guys aren't going to 
be divas about this, right?' But as long as us 
nine individuals are happy, everyone else can 
do what they want." 

Nonetheless, there must be a little bit of 
friendly rivalry going on, right?

H aving a crud Valentine's 

week? Chances are The Xcerts 
frontman Murray Macleod has 
had worse. 

On Valentine's Day 2014, 
Murray returned to the home he shared 
with his girlfriend of five years after an 
exhausting two weeks with his band - 
completed by Jordan Smith (bass) and Tom 
Heron (drums) - working on their third 
album, There Is Only You: an album that 
saw the frontman write about finally being 
comfortable enough to spend the rest 
of his life with one person. So when said 
person announced that would no longer be 
happening, the news didn't really compute. 

"[When] I was told, 'I can't be with you,'" 
says the singer, "I think I laughed because 
it was so surreal." He wasn't, however, 
laughing the next day when his now-ex 
went to work, leaving him in the house all 
alone. "That was a really bad day," he says 
chuckling now. "I found a gift and card in 
the drawer. Nothing was written in it." 

After landing the lead in the saddest 
romcom plot ever, Murray turned his 
moping to music and set about writing a 
new intro to standout album track Kids On 
Drugs, which opens with the line, 'Tm losing 
you, and I'm losing my mind, but the latter 
isn't important if you're not by my side'. 

"I wrote that that evening and it centred 
the rest of the song, so I was productive on 
Valentine's Day weekend," he laughs. 

While only a few "key lines" on the album 
were rewritten after that fateful day, when 
the trio returned to the studio the next 
week, it had taken on a whole new purpose. 

"In my mind I was like, 'I'm gonna win this 
person back!"' recalls Murray. "It became 


a bit of a declaration." And despite his 
emotional pain turning physical when stress 
caused his Crohn's disease (inflammation of 
the lining of the digestive system) to flare 
up, he spent the next two and a half weeks 
in the studio thinking he could pull it back. 

It wasn't until recording was finished, and 
Murray headed home to move straight out 
for good, that realisation set in. 

"If someone's fallen out of love with you, 
then they've fallen out of love with you," 
he says, staring down at his well-worn 
Converse. "It's pretty crushing... I keep 
saying our record is like the [incredibly 
depressing 2010 Ryan Gosling movie] Blue

Valentine of alternative rock." 

And he's not wrong. There Is Only You is 
heartfelt, melodic rock with the power to 
make you feel properly depressed. But while 
it might sound like a break-up record, it's 
not at all. It's filled with more hope than 
Gosling waiting for his Notebook beau to 
write him back. Murray says the lyrics that 
ended up describing his situation post- 
break-up were more of a premonition. 

"I sing these songs [now] and it's like, 
'Wow, that's really in line with what was 
happening.'" For example. Live Like This was 
written about struggling with a first anxiety 
attack after a heavy weekend. "That song 
means a great deal to me, because in the 


months before the record came out, I should 
have listened to my own advice. Maybe a 
song wasn't strong enough medication to 
bring me back to life," he laughs. 

It was in those months between the 
album's recording and release that the 
frontman rea//y fell apart. "I was a proper 
mess. Jordan had to take me in - him and 
his girlfriend put me up for three months!" 

After that, he went home to get some TLC 
from his mum and dad in Aberdeen, before 
moving into the "worst flat imaginable" 
all by himself. It was one room, where the 
landlord had painted over the mould, and 
the crazy neighbour would scream 'He's 
not real' over and over. And he chose to 
live there deliberately. "It forced me to get 
out because I didn't want to be there, so I'd 
purposely go and do things," he says, trying 
to prove the method to his madness. "I 
experienced an awful lot after the making 
of the album, so I feel much better now." 

While he hasn't firmed up his plans for 
this Valentine's Day (it's a toss-up between 
taking his mum out for dinner, catching a 
romcom at the cinema, and downloading 
Tinder), this self-confessed romantic says 
he still believes in love. "It would be naive 
of me to say 'not anymore', 'cause no-one 
knows what's gonna happen..." 

And Murray's parting advice for anyone 
who's had their guts ripped out like that 
teddy he's disembowelling? "For however 
long it takes - whether it be weeks, months, 
years - it will suck. So, the best thing do is 
keep yourself preoccupied and focus on 
something else." 

Who knows - it could even be the 
perfect time to write yourself a stunning 
breakthrough record...

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B ecca MacIntyre patrols the 
painted concrete floors of 
the Coconut photography 
studio in Acton - part 
mother hen, part northern 
uproar, part force of nature. 

It is 10am on a headstone- 
grey Wednesday morning, 
in a plain and far-flung suburb in distant west 
London. Five minutes earlier, a black people- 
carrier disgorged the 22-year-old frontwoman 
and her four bandmates - together, Marmozets 
- into the mild midweek air of a suburban 
winter. The only person waiting to meet the 
band is your reporter. 

The singer takes a look at the football scarf 
tied around the writer's neck. She reads its 
emblem and makes an executive decision. 

"He's from Yorkshire," she says, breezing by 
without making eye contact. "He's alright." 

Becca is the eldest of seven children, 
two of whom, Sam (guitarist and principal 
songwriter) and Josh (drums), she shares 
stage-space with in Marmozets (the line- 
up is cemented by another set of siblings, 
bassist Will and guitarist Jack Bottomley). The 
MacIntyre family still live together, in a high- 
ceilinged house in Bingley, West Yorkshire, a 
property from which the children's parents are 
soon to depart, presumably for a much, much 
quieter life in Norfolk. 

"Becca's best quality is that she's a very, 
very, very caring person," says Sam, her junior 
by one year and the second eldest of the 
MacIntyre brood. 

And what's her worst quality? 

"Her worst quality is that she can be too 
caring, which can be a bit annoying," he says. 


"She'll ask you, 'Are you alright?' 'Yeah, I'm 
fine thanks.' 'No, but are you really alright?' 

'Er, yeah, I just said so. I'm good.' 'No, but are 
you really really alright?' 

"It's like, 'Becca, please shut up.'" 

With an oddly matriarchal air, not to mention 
an instinctive ear for northern-nosiness, the 
subject of these comments is listening in. She's 
seated in front of a large mirror, and as a stylist 
applies the make-up you see in the pictures 
that partner this piece, she regards her brother 
through the looking glass. 

"Well, you can be selfish," she says. 

Sam considers this. The observation goes for 
a quick spin around his mind, and in a second 
or two a verdict is returned. 

"I can, actually," comes the admission. 

Too often, time spent in the company of 
young bands is time spent with people who do 
little more than stare vacantly at the screens 
of electronic devices. Here, though, there's not 
a bit of that. Marmozets are both very blunt 
and scimitar-sharp. Apropos of nothing, over 
the course of a rip-roaring two hours, Becca 
will reveal that she has "no time for people 
who say that I have to knuckle down and to 
take things seriously. Fuck that. I'm here to 
have fun." She'll say that "things that used 
to bother me in the past don't bother me 
anymore", the reason being that her job "is the 
coolest thing ever". She'll say (convincingly, 
as it goes) that she "always has something to 
say", and that she "can be quite stubborn". 
She'll reveal that she has no problem starting 
flare-ups that serve to quickly extinguish 
the prospect of smouldering inter-band 
resentments further down the line. This she 
does by telling her bandmates, "No, what you

just did there was not fucking cool." 

"Sometimes," she says, "I have to shut myself 
up a bit before I get myself into trouble." 

When you'd pose in front of the bedroom 
mirror with a hairbrush as a microphone, who 
did you imagine yourself being?

"No, really, I didn't." 

Why not? 

"Because I was shit-scared," she says. "I had 
no confidence. I kind of feel that I didn't have a 
childhood, or that I didn't grow up in a normal 
teenage way. I didn't get to do normal things, 
and I feel like I missed out on a lot of things. 
People would always be saying to me, 'You're 
too old for your body, for your years.' 

"I never really worked on myself as a 
person until..." Here, Becca pauses for a 
moment in order to consider when this actually 
might have been. 

"Well, until now actually."

B ecca MacIntyre arrived screaming 
headfirst into the world on May 21, 
1992. She was born in the Scottish city 
of Stirling, before moving to Alloa. 

Two stepfathers and a spell in Norfolk preceded 
the settlement of the ever-expanding family in 
the West Riding town of Bingley. Her earliest 
musical memories are of her mother, Esther, 
playing church organ, and listening avidly to 
the Christian crooning of singer-songwriting 
pianist Keith Green. 

"It was a religious household," the daughter 
will say, before adding that she herself "is not 
religious, not anymore". 

Pause. 

"But I am spiritual." 

Her journey into a life of music began entirely 
by accident. As a student at Bingley Grammar 
School - "It weren't really a grammar school," 
she says - Becca was offered a chance to join 
the school choir. This she did "so I could get 
out of lessons". Her contribution was less than 
fulsome, and was comprised of standing at the 
back "miming the words to the songs". Still, 
her timing was impeccable, as, a year below, 
brother Sam was busy recruiting members for a 
regional battle of the bands competition staged 
by the Music For Youth organisation. 

Before you could say 'do-re-mi', a bossy 
big sister was co-opted into the ranks. 

Despite having a singer that had never sung, 
Marmozets, as they were then already called, 
won the competition's regional heat. Their 
next stop was the (then) Carling Academy in 
Birmingham for the national finals. Again, the 
very young band emerged victorious. 

"We've got a DVD of [some performances 
from] that time," laughs Becca. "It's so weird to 
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watch them, because we all look so young." 

But even at this formative stage, what was 
for Becca simply an excuse to swerve school 
was already an enterprise the promise of 
which could be seen by others. What's more, 
in swapping the school desk for a microphone, 
the then-16-year-old frontperson found in her 
hands not only a means of communication, but 
also the tool through which she could awaken 
a long-overdue adolescence, not to mention 
a sense of identity. She'll tell you that "back 
then, music was just a laugh; just something 
to do, really", but having this laugh "felt unlike 
anything I'd ever done before". Suddenly she 
didn't "have to stand at the back trying not 
to be noticed", didn't have to "waste my time 
worrying about things that had nothing to do 
with my own life". Instead, she had an avenue 
not of escape, but of self-discovery. 

"Even back then, she was very, very, very 
intriguing as a performer onstage," is the 
opinion of Sam Macintyre. "She's a really 
strong frontwoman. She's not at all generic. 
She's not one of these people who's really nice 
and normal offstage and then the second you 
put a microphone in her hand she's swearing 
at the crowd and trying to get a wall of death 
going, or something. You won't see her putting 
her feet on the monitors or anything. She's 
not trying to impress anyone. What she does is 
real; it's not an act." 

The year was 2008, a period that saw the 
Music For Youth organisation hand Marmozets 
the opportunity to perform three grandly 
prestigious, not to mention out-of-the-box 


weird, bookings. First, the teenagers found 
themselves on a stage at the Savoy on London's 
magnificent Strand, one of the world's most 
famous and historic hotels. More improbably 
still, that October, Becca found herself onstage 
in Manchester at a fringe event of the annual 
Labour Party Conference. Here, the group were 
introduced to the then-Secretary For Schools, 
Children and Families, Ed Balls. Assuming the 
now Shadow Chancellor's name was a joke, 
Marmozets laughed at him and walked away. 

Best, though, and most surreal, was the prize 
Marmozets were awarded for winning the heat 
at Birmingham's Carling Academy - namely, a 
place on the bill at the Schools Prom staged at 
the world's most beautiful venue, the Royal 
Albert Hall. The Yorkshire-based outfit were 
the only rock group on a docket that featured 
choirs, youth orchestras and brass bands. Becca 
Macintyre was the only singer that night not 
dressed in her Sunday best. Marmozets' three- 
song set comprised a cover version of Jet's Are 
You Gonna Be My Girl as well as two original 
compositions. Young 8t Underrated and Let Me 
Show You. 

"It seems really crazy now that we were on 
at the Royal Albert Hall, on a bill like that," 
remembers the frontwoman. "I mean, I was the 
oldest member of the band, and I was only 16." 

Were you not nervous? 

"Was I fuck," she says, in full-on perish-the- 
thought mode. "I was just looking around the 
place going, 'Fucking hell, how great is this?"' 

"It was a bit of a strange beginning to our 
career," reckons Sam, rightly enough. "We did 


the Savoy, then the Labour Party Conference, 
and the Carling Academy in Birmingham, plus 
then the Royal Albert Hall. We were like, 'Right, 
that's it, we've done it all!"' 

T he rest is their story, some of which is 
already known. A predictable itinerary 
of unpredictably chaotic concerts 
proved sufficient to generate a buzz 
that propelled the group all the way to New 
York for a showcase concert attended by 
every A8iR person worth their white powder. 

In turn, this led to a record deal with the 
Warner Bros, subsidiary Roadrunner. Kerrang! 

Awards nominations followed, as did more 
UK tours, as did a widely acclaimed debut 
album. The Weird And Wonderful Marmozets, 
described by this magazine as being 'as fine 
an articulation of the thrills, spills and general 
confusion of being young and different in 
the UK as you're ever likely to hear'. America 
beckoned in the form of a five-week tour 
with Issues, as well as a month on the Warped 
Tour. The first tour - which featured drives 
that lasted as long as 22 hours - saw the 
band travel by car. For the second, MarmozetSj^' 
upgraded to a people-carrier. / (

yes, "[she] is in love" and while she 
thought this was the case with Brandon's 
predecessors, Becca now realises "it 
wasn't the proper thing", and that "this 
is". Not at all conveniently, Brandon 
lives in Whittier, a neighbourhood of 
downtown Los Angeles. Asked if she's set 
to go 'All Hollywood' on us - which makes 
a bit more sense than Brandon Blaine 
going 'All Bingley' - Becca Macintyre 
shakes her head emphatically and says: 
"Fuck Hollywood." 

All of which is as it should be, because 
Marmozets have work to do. In 2014, the 
group performed 117 concerts; this year 
they intend to eclipse this tally by some 
margin. This will begin with their biggest 
UK tour to date. Also on their agenda 
is a visit to Japan, plus a third U.S. tour 
with a band they would prefer not to 
name but who may or may not hail from 
Salt Lake City. To go with this, the group 
have already begun writing material for a 
second LP scheduled for release in 2015. 

"I can tell you already that the next 
album will make the first one sound 
childish," says Sam. 

As the mild grey air of a January 
morning beckons once again, Marmozets 
prepare for their photoshoot. Becca sits 
before a lightbulb-encrusted mirror as a 
stylist applies make-up to her unvarnished 
face. She asks the reporter if he plans 
to come to see the band at their biggest 
headline show in London, at the Electric 


Ballroom this month. Joking, the answer 
comes that there is no chance of this 
happening. "Good," she says, "I didn't 
want you to come anyway." As she says 
this, she stares straight ahead into the 
mirror, only allowing the side of her 
mouth to curl into tight smile, like the 
edges of a sandwich at a wedding buffet. 

Not quite children in a sweet shop, 
neither are they standard-issue Americans 
who look the same, sound the same and 
who say pretty much the same things. 

For this alone, but also for much more, 
the West Riding quintet are a blast of 
bracing northern air. Their default setting 
seems to be one of lovable chaos, of 
saying anything that comes to mind, and 
greeting every challenge and opportunity 
not just in their stride, but as if it were 
nothing less than they deserve. Front 
and centre of this most energetic and 
undaunted outfits is a young woman now 
equipped with the fortitude needed not 
to let Life's Little Troubles spoil her day, 
but rather to provide further strength as 
she eats them for breakfast. 

In other words: Game On. 

"We're in this to be as big as we can 
possibly be," she says. "We want to 
conquer the world. Whatever's out there 
for us, we want it." 

The smart money says they'll get it, too.

TO CONQUER THE BIG APPLEl

“KERRANG! MAGAZINE is here tonight," growls Marilyn Manson, 
halfway through tonight's set. It's something he says mostly 
in disgust, but with a shred of excitement, too. "You got 
to show Kerrang! five Ks," he says, imploring the crowd 
to cheer, which they do, loudly. And it's a sign that says, 
clearly: Rock Isn't Dead. 

Rumours of Manson's death have been greatly 
exaggerated. Namechecking us might sound like a 
desperate, pandering attempt to curry favour. But it 
isn't. Mazza - Pale Emperor, God Of Fuck, and The Artist 
Formerly Known As Brian - has never been a man to seek 
approval from the media or anyone else. And besides, 
what he does onstage this evening is ample evidence that 
this lanky lad is still one of the finest rockstars on Earth. 

Manson's latest album. The Pale Emperor, has 
seen him regaining much of his power, and 
the new songs are played proudly, with a vim 
and vigour that has been missing from Mazza 
and his band in recent years. The grinding 
malevolence of Third Day Of A Seven Day 
Binge is almost strong enough to taste, and as 
he prowls the stage and stabs a tambourine 
during Killing Strangers, the man feels much 
more of a threat than he has for a while. 

Becoming a caricature through repetition 
has long been a danger, but Manson has 
also tackled that by adding another persona 
to the mix; that of the Southern preacher. 

He affects a drawl as he talks to the crowd, 
and as crowd-surfers gravitate towards him 
during Rock Is Dead, he reaches out as if to 
baptise them. He talks the talk, but Manson 
clearly isn't a man of God just yet. "If there's 
one thing I learned in rehab, it's 'Fuck 
Jesus'," he smirks. 

But tonight is as much about the old fire 
as the new. Disposable Teens and The Dope 
Show bring about the kind of mass moshing 
that the occasionally jaded New York City 
rarely sees, and by the time The Beautiful 
People thunders into earshot, Manson - now 
smeared in facepaint - has shifted fully into 
rock'n'roll shaman mode. 

The shock value of the early days is the one 
thing that he (or any other rockstar, for that 
matter) can't ever regain. But for having the 
sheer audacity to return in the blase, over- 
stimulated world of 201 5 and prove that 
everyone still needs Marilyn Manson, five 
Ks seems like the least we can do. Now do it 
again at Download, mate.

“MY SHIRT’S coming untucked," chuckles Mariachi 
El Bronx's human-cannonball frontman, Matt 
Caughthran. "That's the new sign of rebellion!" 

Three albums in, the WTF-factor of seeing LA punk- 
rock's most blistering band. The Bronx, sporting charro 
suits and wielding vihuelas should've dissipated. But 
that shit just doesn't get old. Thankfully, neither does 
their twisting, tequila-soaked folk-punk. Imbued with 
the energy, attitude and musical nous to give their 
plain-clothes alter egos a run for their punk penny, the 
shift from electric grit to acoustic flamboyance still jars 
- but shared strengths shine through. LA is, after all, 
not a million miles from Mexico. 

An unconventional band of equal aplomb. Pounded 
By The Surf deliver 40 minutes of instrumental 
spaghetti-western surf-rock. On paper, that sounds 
ridiculous. But Bronx-members Joby J. Ford and 
Brad Magers channel The Shadows' Apache and The 
Surfaris' Wipe Out with salty conviction. If Quentin 
Tarantino ever directs an epic about wave-craving 
cattle rustlers, they can expect a call. 


By the time Mariachi El Bronx cramp onstage, 
there's barely room to sling a sombrero. And it's not 
just converted mosh kids piling in. "I'm very horny!" 
announces Matt, as several elderly couples chuckle 
along. Firing through the big-band Mexicana of Right 
Between The Eyes and 48 Roses early on, the multi- 
instrumental complexity translates into uplifting desert 
escapism. Holy's swaggering Latin passion spikes the 
mercury, before the breezily brilliant Sleepwalking 
cools ofi And by the time the heartbreaking Slave 
Labor and rousing closer Clown Powder sashay into 
view, we might as well be tripping over Tijuana 
cocktails. If you still think Mariachi El Bronx are a 
novelty act, you've got some catching up to do, gringo.

YOUWOULD be forgiven for assuming that 36 
Crazyfists were over. We are, after all, a long 
way away from their early-'OOs breakthrough 

- oh, those heady days when every band was 
a metalcore band! It was to this scene that 
36 Crazyfists belonged. Not that they ever 
particularly fit in, what with singer Brock 
Lindow's nasally voice and their songs more 
concerned with capturing life in their ice-bound 
Alaskan homeland than me-me-me agony and 
dunderheaded McBreakdowns. As unique as they 
were determined, 36CF laboured on valiantly with 
quality albums long after straight-laced metalcore 
sold out, bought a deathcore overcoat and spent 
all its remaining pocket money on keyboards. 

That is until, oh-so quietly, after 201 0's Collisions 

& Castaways album, they slipped off the radar. 
Time And Trauma - their remarkable sixth album 

- explains why. 

Four years ago. Brock's mother, Kitty Lindow, 
lost her yearlong battle with cancer. This 
album - emerging after a prolonged period 
of soul-searching - tells that story from Brock's 
perspective as a mourning son. The first song 
written for the record was penned the same night 
she passed away, with 11. 24.1 1 relaying the last 
exchange between Brock and his mother. Trapped 
somewhere between a melody and a scream, he 
recalls how '/ loved loving you was the last thing 
she said, and I loved loving you was the last thing 
I said'. Throughout, crystal-clear memories such 


as this perfectly articulate what it is to grieve. As 
was the case with Biffy Clyro's Puzzle or Alice In 
Chains' Black Gives Way To Blue, death often files 
a band's creativity to its sharpest point. And make 
no mistake: this album is cutting. 

The power isn't just confined to the words, 
either. Guitarist Steve Holt deserves some sort of 
award for knowing exactly when to plunge into a 
deep groove to add sting, or else cease fire to let 
the elegiac laments breathe, such as when he cuts 
out to amplify Brock's 'Don't plan to live forever 
but I wanted her to' line on Lightless. The point 
is this: thanks to songs like Swing The Noose and 
Vanish, this record also contains some of the most 
irrepressible riffs you'll hear in 2015. 

Time And Trauma, then, is not only 36 Crazyfists' 
best record since '04's A Snow Capped Romance, 
it's their best record, period. It certainly contains 
the finest song of their 20-year career, courtesy of 
Marrow. A tribute to Brock's wife, the song is part 
lava-flow, part eruption, as it brings proceedings 
to a searing close with Brock trading lines with 
Thera singer (/fellow Alaskan) Stephanie Plate. 

If there's any justice, this huge outpouring will 
not fall on deaf ears. This album, which is in so 
many ways a painful goodbye, also deserves to be 
remembered as an unforgettable reintroduction. 
After all, 36 Crazyfists are anything but over.

Their rapping, low-down riffs, 
samples and lyrical angst came 
with something not a lot of other 
runners in the nu-metal race had: 
enormous songs perfect for the 
radio, the club dancefloor and the 
charts.

Hybrid Theory had sold over five 
million copies, and Linkin Park had 
become one of the biggest bands 
in rock.

MIKE SHINODA {VOCALS): "I 
remember it being a lot of work 
to get things together.

[Bennington, vocals] moved out 
to California from Arizona to join 
the band. It felt like we were all 
making a really big commitment. 
We came up against a lot of 
pressure from people trying to 
tell us what to do, though. They 
all wanted us to do this, do that, 
sound like this band or that band.

It was a strange 
feeling to have all that success 
come to you so quickly, but it was 
great as well." 

NOT ALL THE CRITICS LIKED THE ALBUM

"People would say we'd sold out, 
that we weren't this, we weren't 
that, but that just bounced off 
us, really. We were just being 
ourselves, playing the music we 
wanted to. Because of the success, 
we did question if we had 'sold 
out'. But we didn't compromise 
what we wanted to do, and we did 
it, so we were happy." 

AND FINALLY, WHY NOT LINCOLN PARK? 

"There's a Lincoln Park in every 
city in the States. When we 
changed the band name from 
Hybrid Theory, we spelled it so 
we could get the domain name!"

It's just a part 
of what happens when Jettblack are 
out having a good time, and I'm totally 
desensitised to it at this point. In an 
interview a while back, someone asked, 
'If you had to sleep with one of your 
bandmates, who would it be?' and we 
all said Tom because we wouldn't feel 
awkward afterwards!" 


"We've had girls onstage with us 
shooting off flamethrowers, and it's 
really hard not to freak out! You can 
feel small bits of petroleum landing 


on your face and neck, and I just have 
to brace myself and remember to sing 
and not think about the possibility of 
my hair catching fire!"
